= ſo conſcious of my own Defeits, that I 


ſhould have been willing theſe following 
Meditations on the ſad occaſion of his 
Death, ſhould have lain only in Private 
bands, had not your Ladiſhip expreſt a 
a willingneſs to have them more publick. 
Not that I have any deſign to avoid or 
ſuppreſs the Publication of your Noble 
Lords worth, whoſe Memory I ſhall al- 
ways honour ; but that I fear my weak 
endeavours will rather Eclipſe than 
render it Illuſtrious. 

But your Ladiſhips Commands ha- 
ving ſuperſeded all excuſe, I dare not be 
backward in paying this my laſt duty to 
him: in doing which, though my Ex-

And 
as to the ſecond, it would be a great piece 
of impudence in me to think your Lady- 
ſhip ſhould not know and retain a livelier 
Idea of this your Noble Lord, than what 
in my rude draught I have repreſented. 

All therefore that I have done will 
ſerve more to inform others, than your 
Ladiſhip, who as they come hereby to be 
acquainted with the admirable Excel- 
lencies of one more of the worlds moſt 
Famons Worthies; ſo in the peruſing 
and conſidering what is here ſaid of him, 
they may be further provoked to follow 
bis Fleps.

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And I heard a voice from Heaven fayins unto me, 
write, bleſſed are the dead whic h a}c I the Lord 
from henceforth ; yea faith the ſpirit , that they 
may reſt from ther labours, and their Yorks 
follow them. 


U CH and lo many are the troubles and 
afflictions which by divine appointmenc 
Chriſtians are likely ro meet wich in 
this vale of tears, that had they hopes of 

a0 other happinels,than what in this world they 

partake of, they would be of all men the moſt 
miſerable : Infomuch that even Death it (elf, 
which 
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which Nature ſhrinks at-and abhors, would be 
deſired by them,though not as a door that opens 
roan happy ſtate; yer as a period to all their ca- 
lamities and eras, as well as their beings. 

But there is no ſuch bad news for ſound, 
and {incere Chriſtians; they are happy even 
in their very Afflictions, which they are aſſured 
from Gods {pirit will work for them an exceeding 
and eternal weight of Glory. 

They are ſo far from being without the 
hopes of enjoying 2 more bliſsful ſtare than 
here they are in, that they only of all men in 
the world, have he moſt lure and certain hope 
that Way. 

For Jeſus Chriſt the Eternal Son of God, 
hath by his precious death and ſufferings pro- 
cured for thoſe that are his ſincere followers, 
all things chat: may conduce to their feliciry. 


+ He being the Saviour of all men, eſpecially of them 


that believe. "Tis He that hath brought Life and 
Immortality to light through the Goſpel: Which 
they, who by patient continuance in well doing ſeek 
for, ſhall undoubtedly enjoy: "Tis in a word, he 
che bath blotted out the hand-wr ting of 01 Wnces 
that condenn'd us : And having raken away our 
Sins, and nail'd them to his Crols,. hath there- 
by dilarmed Death of his ſharpeſt ſting ; fo 
hat now of a King of Terrors, he is become 
the 
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the (weet harbinger of bliſs and peace, to all 
that live and dye in Chriſt. 

'Tis therefore an utter miſtake to think, 
that ſound and (incere Chriſtians, though gric- 
voully afflicted here, are in an hopeleſs conditi- 
on ; on the contrary, 'tis Infidels and Hpyo- 
crites are ſb, they who will not have Chriſt 
reign in their hearts, bur rather a bcaſtly luſt ; 
they who do not, and will not ſtrive to con- 
form their lives to Gods holy precepts; thetc, 
indeed, as long as they continue in their hy- 
pocrifie, unbeliet and diſobedience, are of all 
men the moſt milerable : for they can have no 
ſolid hopes of any other happineſs, but thact 
low, mean, and pitiful one, that in this world 
only is to be enjoyed ; and Death is fo far from 
being a friend to them, that the very thought 
thereof terrifhes them, and marrs all their pleca- 
ſant enjoyments; and when it does draw near 
ro execute'its fatal Ofhce upon them, it comes 
arm'd with its moſt dreadful ſting, and open: 
upon them a floodgate of Vengeance and Mi 
lery. This is their portion. 

Burt now on the contrary, the truly godly 
have inhnite reaſon to look upon Death as they 
reconciled friend, through Jeſus Chriſt; it be- 
ing through him, now made bur an happy 
manumiſſion of their pious fouls from the la- 

B hours 
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bours and. drudgeries they underwent in the 
fleſh, and a ſending of thoſe Immortal Beings 
into thole regions of reſt and bliſs, where the 
enjoyment of Gods preſence , together with 
the ſenſe of all choſe good things, which through 
arace they have been enabled to do in the bo- 
dy, will be an eternal ſolace and refreſhment 
to them. And the evidence we have for the 
certainty of this future blils, is ſo great, thar 
ro queſtion ir, will be to injure Chriſtianity, 
and affront our reaſons ; for belides the many 
other places of Scripture which bear witneſs to 
this truth, this of the Text allo, is a moſt full, 
and unexceptionable proof of it: where we 
have an account from one infallibly inſpired 
by the ſpirit of truth, that he heard a voice 
from Heaven declare this Bleſſednels, and that 
the ſpirit of God ſaid, as it were, an Amen to 
it, to confirm it. For fo faith the Holy Pen- 
man, Ad 1 heard a voice from Heaven ſaying unto 
me, write, bleſſed are, &C. 

Which words, as they contain in them admi- 
rable matter of comfort againſt the death of our 
(elves, or others, that dye in the Lord; ſo they 
will afford me a fair opportunity of ſpeaking 
{omething, concerning the admirable worth of 
this Noble perſon Deceaſed, whole Funeral Ob- 
'equies, WC are here mer, with Joads of grief, 
ro 
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ro ſolemnize ; of whom ſhould I lay nothing, 
[| might well Alive to be branded with Ingra- 
titude and injuſtice. 

His noble Birth and Parentage, his honour: 
able Alliance, his high Titles, and places of 
honour and uſt, which the bounty of his moſt 
Sacred Majeſty thought good ro confer on him 
without repenting, though they ſufhciencly 
declare to the- world, that he was a perlon ot 
no mean Merit, and Quality ; yer for as much 
as Honour may be polleſſed by the unworthy, 
as well as worthy, therefore I ſhall here pals 
by thele things of him, as the leaſt part of his 
praiſe, and in the clole peak a little of thole 
{tingular Virtues he was eminent for, which 
have render'd his Memory glorious, and hap- 
py ; and his Deceaſe comfortable to his Friends, 
and Relations, though our lols of him be moſt 
deplorable: In the mean time I ſhall crave 
leave to conſider the import of the Text, and 
diſcourſe ſo much only of the matter contained 
nit, as will lead me to what 1 have further to 
lay of this Noble perlon. 

The ſacred Pen-man of this laſt part of Scri- 
prure, being, in the foregoing Verle, acquainted 
with the invincible patience of the Saints under 
heir a{flictions, is in the words of the Text, ac- 
quainted wich their bleſſednels allo; W "Wi we 
have, B 2 Fuft, 
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Fi rſt, A future bleſledneſs after Death de- 
clared and recorded, Write, bleſſed are the dead. 

Secondly, The per ſons deſcribed who are de- 
clared to be thus bleſſed, Viz; ſuch- as dye m the 
Lora, 

Tl irdly, The time when theſe perſons are 
blefled, viz, from henceforth; from the time of 
cheir decealc to all Erernity. 

Forrthly, the evidence afforded us of the un- 
doubted certainty of this truth : Which is 
:wofold, 

1. The teſtimony of a voice from Heaven 
Jeclaring this thing, and commanding it to be 
Recorded, which voice was heard by one of 
the Holy Apoſtles, and atteſted by him, when 
intpired by the ſpirit of truth, T heard a voice from 
Heaven, jayms unto me, Write, bleſſed, &c. 

2. *Tis moreover atteſted and confirm'd by 
the Holy ipirit of God, who is truth it ſelf, 
and cannot lye ; yea ſaith the ſpirit, that is, the 
ſpirit of God Gith this is true. 

Fifthiy, The nature of this bleſſedneſs,where- 
'n it conſiſts, and that we find is in two things, 

1. In a freedom from thoſe evils which ho- 
iy perſons undergo in the fleſh, they reſt from 
ther labours. 

2. In enjoying the good of all they have 
done, their works do follow them, or mp 
with 
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with them, as the words in the original proper: 
iy ſignihe. 

I ſhould excced the bounds of 2 Funeral 
Sermon , and conlequently be too tedious . 
ſhould I take the lib Derry tO lay ſo much, as on 
this Text, and on this occaſion [ might; both 
which afford iuch a plenty of matter that it is 
hard to diſtinguiih which is the moſt copiou: 
Iubjec&t: | would do no wrong to the Texc, 
and I am as unwilling to be io injurious to he 
happy memory of this Noble Peer, as to pais 
by in filence thole things of him, which are 
worth our knowledge and imitation, and I 
would not excced my due bounds. 

To be as brief therefore as the fubje&t mar- 
ter I am to dilcourſe of, will handiomly per 
mit, I ſhall crave leave to make no other oH- 
ſervations trom the words of the Text, than 
what will lead me to ſpeak pertinently, though 
briefly too, on the ſubject of this preſent fad 
occalion. 

Firſt, And here firſt tis worth our while co 
oblerve, That there is for certain a bliſtul 
ſtate to be enter'd upon, after Death, by tholc 
that dye i in the Lord: tor we fhindin the Text, 
a voice from Heaven, from God himlſelt, de- 
claring, that bleſſed are the dead which dye m the 
Lord; and this 1s one of the greateſt evidences 
of 


A Funcral Dermon, 
of the truth of a thing, that mortals can ex- 
pect. By ſuch a voice, God declared his will Mp1 
Mount Smat : By {uch a voice. Chriſt is declared 


3-17: to be the Son of Ced: And by luch a voice they 


are declared bleſled, that dye in the Lord. 
And leſt we ſhould have any doubt about the 
cruch of this declaration, upon the account of 
the reporter, who perhaps may be thought to 
be deceived, or deceive; to obviate luch a 
doubt, we find an inſpired perſon reports this, 
one, acted by the infallible ſpirit of God, records 
this, and that by a ſpecial command too of that 
voice which he heard declare it: and leſt yet 
there ſhould be any place of doubting, the 
ſpirit of truth peremptorily aflerts and con- 
frms it. 

Bur to ſpeak a little more particularly of 
this important truth, I ſhall in brief conſider, 
1. Who may be laid to dye i the Lord. 2. 
What rational grounds we have to be perſiwa- 
Jcd that ſuch are bleſſed after their death. 

1. As for dying in the Lord ; by Lord here 
we are to underſtand, our Lord and Saviour 
Jeſus Chriſt, and to dye in him implies two 
things : 

1. A being baptized into Chrilt ; for a per- 
lons dying in Chriſt, doth neceſſarily luppole 
his being in Chriſt, before he dyes, clſe he 


cannot 
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cannot be fad to dye | I! Chriſt. Now Bap ciim 
is the ordinary way, by » hich perlons are 


brought to be in Chrilt ; for "tis laid, as m.; ny < 


as are eb aptized into Chriſt, o ve pit on Chriſt, 

2. It implies allo a living and dyiag luitavle 
ro that PROges of Chriſt, which is raade in 
Baptiſm : for all that are baprized do not dye 
in Chriſt, 6a many all away from that 
profeſſion they made in bapriln and lo dye 
in a wicked Apollalie from Chrilt : They 
therefore only dye in Chriſt who live and dye 
ſuirable to their Baprilmal protcſſion, beliey- 
Ing with all their hearts in Jetus Chritt; and 
raking care to yield luch unfeigned obedience 
to all the Goſpel precepts, as to be always 
heartily ſorry for the commirting of anv {1n, or 
omitting of any duty. 

They that thus live conformable to Chriſt 
and his precepts, and continuc unto the death 
in ſuch a: conformity, may be cruly faid ro 
dye in the Lord: for Chrilt owns {uch to be- 
long unto him, that do wh atſoCver he commans: (s ] 
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them, and continue in his Word; calling chem his Jok 2. 31. 
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"2 ls and Diſci iples mdced. 

Secondly, And having thus briefly ſhew'd who 
tis that.dye in the Lotd: I come next to [her 
what rational grounds we have to be periiwad- 
ed, that ſuch are bleſſed after their death, and 
they are theſe following, :. Ic 


v. 4160 P 9, 
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: It ſhould be conſidered, that all the pro- 
miſc and declarations of bliſs, recorded in 
Scripture, are made to luch, as lo live, and 


dye ; for we read, T he Sims of thoſe that Repent 
. {ail be blotted ont, or forgiven. dud blejſed is he 


wiooje 11rizhteouſneſs is forgiven, anl whoſe ſm is 
covered, Bleſſed are the pure m heart, for they ſhall 
ſe _ They that believe and are baptized ſhall 
be ſaved: That 1s, as the Apoſtle ſpeaks, are 
berotten to. an inheritance mcorruptible and undefile.l, 
and that fadeth not away z reſerved in Heaven fo 
them who are kept by the power of God through Faith 
unto Salvation. All theſe places of Scripture 
(zo which many more might be added) fufhi- 
ciently ſhes that there is for certain an happi- 
neſs provided for thoſe that dye in Chriſt, who 
are therefore laid to be bleſſed and fared ; fo 


5-1- that they may with the Apoſtle lay, We know 


that d onr earthly Houſe of this Tabernacle were diſs 
ſolved, we have a building of God, an houſe nat made 
with hands eternal i the Zhao. 

Conſider we next, that the fervent de- 
tires of pious ſouls after a future happineſs, do 
prove there is one for them. Pious fouls nau- 
(cate all thoſe ſhadows of felicity, that are here 
offer'd to them, and are ſoon cloy'd with the 
:ullomnels oft theſe worldly enjoyments; but 
in the mean time, they thirſt after, and groan for 
ſomething 
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ſomething more ſatisfaflory: So the Apoſtle, de- 
fires to depart and be with Chriſt which in his eſteem 
is far better, than to be here. And what do 
theſe deſires of pious ſouls after a fucure hap- 
pinels declare elſe, bur thac really there is one ? 
For God who is fo wile, as to make nothing 
in vain, is alſo ſo good, as not to plant de- 
fires in the hearts of his faichful ſervants after a 
future happineſs, without providing for them 
{uitable objects for their larisfaCtion. 

3. It ſhould alſo be conſidered, That the 
dignity of the ſoul is [uch, that 'tis very unrea 
'onable to imagine, there ſhould be no other 
happineſs fitted for pious ſouls, than what con- 
tiſts in theſe temporal enjoyments. The ſoul 
of man is of a Divine original, a ſpiritual ſub- 
{tance, the breath of God breathed into the noſtrils 
of man : tis that which makes a very notable 
difterence betwixt Man and all other earthly 
Creatures : upon which account 'tis that Elihu 
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{ays, God hath taught Man more than the Beaſts of Job 34.11 


the field, and made him wiſer than the Fowls of the 
Heaven: that is, hath put him in an higher 
ſtation than they. Now fince the dignity of 
the humane ſoul is fo high, aboye all earthly 
Creatures, next in order to the bleſſed Angels, 
Who can with any reaſon think it ſhould be 
placed in fo high, and noble a rank ot Crea- 

C cures, 
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tures, and yet have no other happineſs than 
what it enjoys in the body in common with 
Bruits ? an happineſs that conliſts only in ſen- 
fitive ſatisfactions, which is as much below the 
ſoul ro take pleaſure in, as ſenſe is below 
reaſon, or as Bruits are inferior to Men. And 
if there be another happinels fitted for rational 
fouls, than what in the body they enjoy in 
common with Bruits, this happineſs mult be 
had ina future ſtate; for 'tis evident by matter 
of fact it is not, and hath not been, ſo much 
25 pretended to be perfectly enjoyed here. So 
that then, if we think it reaſonable to allow 
Man a dignity above a Bruit, 'tis but reaſon- 
able to allow him allo a felicity ſuitable ro 
that dignity ; and if we allow the rational foul 
a felicity ſuitable to its high nature, above thar 
of Bruits, we muſt allow a time and leaſon for 
pious fouls to enjoy it, in a more perfe&t man- 
ner than here they can; and what does this 
z1ſe but lead us to the owning of a future Bliſs 
tor holy fouls ? 

4. Bur laſtly, if pious ſouls ſurvive the bo- 
dy , as no doubt they do, otherwiſe they 
chat dye in the Lord cannot be pronounced 
vleſled, nor can their works be ſaid to accom- 
pany with, or follow them; and if they do 
lurive the body, . they mult necds be in an 


happy 
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happy tae; for they vill not meet with any 
of thoſe evils in their ſeparate ſtate, which 
grieve, and trouble them here: no ſpiritual 


ils will afflit them there, for their ſms being Ept:zf4, 


pardmed, and quite done aiway by Jejus Ch iſt, 
all thoſe evils that are the fruits 2nd conſequen- 
ces of {in, will be done away allo; and no 
corporeal evils can vex ſeparate louls, tor they 
have no bodies or external ſenles, that can be 
affected with joys or gricts, till the RelurreQi- 
on from the dead. And as pious fouls that 
died in Chriſt, can meet with nothing in their 
ſeparate ſtate to afflict, and grieve them ; ſo 
they mult needs have enough, and abundance 

to delight, rejoyce, and make them happy : 
for they carry with them 2 joyful fenle of the 
300d they have done, the very reflexion on 
which even in this difturb d lite, aftords un- 
Ipeakable ſatisfaction and pleaſure to the mind, 
and therefore much more in a ſeparate ſtate. 
Behides, there is no queſtion to be made, but 
holy ſouls in their ſeparate ſtate, will have a 
clearer knowledge of God, and a fuller ſenſe 
of divine love and favour than here they had ; 


for there they will ſee God face to face, and "Re r Cor. 13- 


even 4s they are known: And this cannot bur af- * 
ford them rivers of pleaſures, and raptures of 
joys, and all without interruption , becauſe 

ng they 
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they will have neicher guilt, nor external ſenſes 
to divert them. 

So then now 'tis to be hoped, we fee, and 
are perſwaded, that good men don't periſh, 
vaniſh into the ſoft air, and ſo are loſt, in the 
dark abyſs of non-exiſtence, when they dye ; 
but the nobler, and better part of them, their 
Immortal ſouls, live in bliſs and peace : which, 
as it ſhould comfort us againſt the fears of 
Death ; fo it ſhould perſwade us, to make ic 
our bulineſs to fit and qualifie our felves for 
the participation of this future bliſs, by living 
lo piouſly, and holily, and parting fo entirely 
witch every ſin, (which is the main thing thar 
debars our ſouls from this felicity) as that when 
we come to dye we may truly dye in the Lord, 
and then bleſſed are we. 

Bur if we do not live fo, as to dye in the 
Lord, we cannot be bleſſed in our ſeparate 
{tarc, but rather muſt be eternally miſerable ; 
for we ſhall carry that guilt with us thither, 
and thoſe vile unmortihed affetions and incl;- 
1ations, which will draw upon us an heavy 
icnfe of divine vengeance, and fill us with ſuch 
anſpeakable horror, ſhame, tortures of mind 
and regret, as will render our condition there 
intinicely ſad and diſmal, repreſented in. Scri- 
pture under the direful expreſſions of Weeping 
and 
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and gnaſhing of Teeth, the ſtings of a never dymg 
] mo and a burning in unquenchable fire. 

. But I pals on to a ſecond thing odlerya- 
ble in the words of the Text; where, from 
the time when, they that dye in the Lox d are 
ſaid to be blefſed, it may be obleryed, that 
they, who dye in Chriſt do immediately af- 
ter their d2 zparture out of this life enter upon a 
bleſled ſtate : 'ris not laid they that dye in = 
Lord ſhall be bletled, bur they are bleſſed : 
bleſſed are they, and 'tis not laid they are ble F; 
{ed hereafter, but from henceforth from the time 
of their departure, and fo forward for ever. 
And their works, that is, the joyful ſenle 2nd 
reward of their ood Ny ks do follow, or r2- 
ther accompany with them. All w hich EX - 
preſſions, methinks, do ſhew that holy lepa- 
rate fouls, do immediately upon their ſepara- 
tion from the body, enter upon a blelled Rate, 
Hence Chriſt tells the penitent Thief, chat,

But, though from this very Text, much 
more might be laid of this matrer ; yer left I 
ſhould turn a Funeral Sermon into a Polemi- 
cal Diſcourſe, I ſhall crave leave to lay no 
more of it here, bur {hall now proceed to the 
laſt rhing, obſervable abour the the nature of 
that bliſs, which they thac aye in Chrilt ſhall 
immediately be partakers oi: And from hence 
we may obſerve, 

Thirdly, That the blefled ſtate of thoſe that 
dye in the Lord, conliits in their being treed 
from the Labowrs and evils, which in this life 
they underwent; and in enjoying the good 
things which God hath promiled and decla- 
red, are, and [hall be the reward of all the 
o00d works they have done. Now in the 
handling of this obſervation L ſhall give a briei 
account,

2. Of the good they enjoy. 
. As for the evils, and labours which pi- 
OUS fouls reſt from aker their death, they are 
{fuch as theſe followi 
They are freed from the burthen of fin, 
and reſt from all thole fears and horrors which 
{in in this life is often the occaſion of; good 
mea are grievoully troubled here for offending 
God in any thing; and under this grict and 
trouble they a long while labour, till being by 
Death tranſlated to that bleſſed condition , 
wherein they are no longer in danger of A 
ning, and then they happily reſt from thele 
{ad labours. 
2. They are freed from the grief and trou- 
ble of ſeeing others fin : which like righteous 
Lot they are grievouſly vexed with here : For no 


ML ft ner, or wicked pe) ſon can breath m thoſe Rezins, 


co which the ſouls of thoſe that dye in the Lord, 
are by death immediately tranſplanted. 

2. They are freed from the labours and 
roils of their Callings and Employments, in 
which all perſons, in this world, are in ſome 
degree or other continually and necef{arily en- 
gaged. 

4+ They are freed from all bodily infirmiries, 
pains, and diſtempers, under which many pcr- 
lons groan a long time in this world without 
relief ; 
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relief ; theſe no longer crouble the pious foul, 
in its ſeparate ſtate, becaule ir's then freed from 
the Body, by its firic union with which, it 
only became capable of being lo affected. 

5. They are freed from all thoſe croſles and 
a{flictions chat cruelly perplex the mind here, 
becauſe after death they are out of that imper- 
fect condition where ſuch things only are at- 
ficting. 

6. They are freed from all Satans temprari- 
ons,and from all his cruel injections, with which 
pious {ouls are much diſquieted in this life. For 


there is « 00 at Gulph fixed betwixt Satan and the tuke 15. 


29, 


Spirits of juſt men made perfe&t, which keeps 
that infernal Spirit from being able ro moleſt 
any in thoſe bliſsful habitations where holy ſe- 
parate ſouls are. 

7. Laſtly, They are trecd from all fears de- 
ſpondencies and doubts about the love and fa- 
vour of God, which create great labours and 
roubles of mind inthis imperfect ſtate; for they r John ;. 
ſl-all ſee God as he is, and conſequently be per- © 
tectly (enſfible of his love and fayour. And 
thus all thoſe tears of 2rief, which in the body 
pious fouls laboured under, ſhall be wiped away g,,, .... 
{rom them in their ſeparate ate. 

And ſo [ paſs on from the labours and evils 
pious ſouls reſt from atdeath, which is but the 

D negative 
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negative part of their bliſs, to conlider the poſi- 
tive part of it, Viz, the good they enjoy : and 
here we ſhall find thar, 

1. They enjoy a raviſhing ſenſe of Divine 
love and favour, an enjoyment, aich the Pſal- 
miſt, better than life. 

2. They enjoy a {weet calm and peace in 
their own breaſts, which is indeed bur a necel- 
ſary reſult from the former enjoyment ; for he 
that is in God's love and favour, and is at peace 
with him, cannot but have a fweet peace, and 
calm in his own mind. 

3- They are filled with a joyful ſenſe of the 
g00d works which through Grace they have 
been enabled to do: for they will refle&t with 
infinite ſatisfaction upon the vertnous and pi- 
ous actions of their lives, the {enſe of which, 
even in this world, fills the ſoul with ſome 
glimpſes of raviſhing joy ; and therefore will 
be likely much more to do ſo in the next, 
where they fee and know things more clearly 
than here' they can. 

4- They enjoy alſo that peculiar reward 
which God hath promiſed to all that love and 
fear him, and keep his Commandments; which 
is ſhadowed forth to us in Scripture under di- 
vers parabolical expreſfions, call'd manſtons m 
our heavenly fathers houſe ; a crown of life, which the 


Lord 
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Lord hath promiſed to to thoſe that love him ; the recom- Heb. 11. 
pence of the reward ; the joy of our Led: and, tO Mah. 25. 
mention no more, 'tis called by the Apoltle, 4s 
the Crown 0 righteouſueſs, Which _ the fruſhing 3 Tims 4 
of his courſe, he was ſure Was laid up for bim ; and 
not for him only, but for all them alſo that love Chr iſt's 
appearing. 
Thele are in brief the good chings which 
are immediately enjoyed by thole that dye in 
the Lord, beſides that exceeding eternal weight 
of olory, which, when ſoul and body are u- 
nited at the neneral reſurrection of the dead, 
they will be partakers of. For, though they 
who dye in the Lord iramediately enter upon 
a bleſſed condition as ſoon as their ſouls are ſe 
parated from their bodies ; yer they are not 
then compleatly happy, only they enjoy ſo 
much bliſs as in a ſeparate ſtate they are capable 
of, which, though imperfect, will be infinite- 
ly atisfa@tory. Bur the perfect conſummation 
of all bliſs, both in ſoul and Hody, will been- 
tered upon at the reſurre&tion only, and ſo be 
enjoyed thenceforward for ever; For when the » Pers. 4- 
chief Shepherd ſhall appear, (viz; to judge the 
world) then ſhall we receive a Crqgn of Glory, 
that faleth not away 3 rhat is, an eternal perſe- 
Etion of all bliſs in both natures. Thus then 
bleſſed are the dead which dye in the Lord, for they reſt 
D 2 from 
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from their labours, and their works do follow them. 

And now having done with the Subject 
matter of the Text, I have hereby made way 
for what I have further to ſay on the Subject of 
this ſad occaſion. 

Where, becauſe what hath been ſaid con- 
cerning that future bleſledneſs which chey im- 
mediarely cnter upon that dye in the Lord, aft- 
fords matter enough of comfort to alleviate 
our griels for the deceaſe of any of our Friends 
that lo dye ; I ſhall therefore take an occaſion 
to conſider and repreſent that only in this no- 
ble Lord deceaſed, which may as well provoke 
us to follow his ſteps, as tend to the comforting 
of us, and moderating our ſorrows under o 
oreat a loſs. 

Aloſs of ſuch a nature, and ſo conſiderable 
to all ſorts of perſons, as well publick as pri- 
vate, that if we will but look a little into ir, 
we ſhall quickly ſee how great a nced his Re- 
lations, his Neighbours , yea and the three 
Kingdomes have of ſomething to keep their 
forrow upon this account within due bounds, 
for the admirable endowments of mind with 
which this Excellent Perſon was , above his 
Fellows, bleſt ; and by which he became eve- 
ry way publickly uſeful : and the care and ex- 
cellent courſes he took to employ his honours, 
places 
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places of maſt, incereſt and endowments, for 
the honour of God and the good of his Maje- 
ty and thele KingJdomes, were things he 
was lo eminent for, "that they y all fſecm to con- 
ſpire together to 5g. "x his death 2 much lamen- 
ted loſs to all his Surviiers. So publick a ſpi- 
rited man was he, that all thoſe abilities and 
opportunities ot doing good which God and 
the King vouchlat: d him, were always Care- 
tully employed by him, for the public k weal 
of Church and State : in doing which, ey cry 
one knows, he was lo taithful and indu! ivjcus, 

that as his Gated Majelty was tar enough "Mil 
repenting of the truſt and honour he had be - 

ſto! xed on him; {o we may havercalon to be- 

lieve the great Majelty of Heaven and F arth, 
to whom all the world muſt bow and 0! Dey, 

id not repent of the gitts and abilities his Di- 


ao! 
vine Goodnels had conferred on him. 

For that infirmity of Body, which helo long 
laboured under, though it deprived him at laſt 
of the free ule of molt of his limbs; yer it did 
not take away from him the ule of his head and 
hands, by which he had been, and was to the 
death, eminently {erviceable inthe world. 

Neither did the Divine Providence let him 
fall into any of thole crimes that might juſtly 
have occaſioned his reje&tion, nor did it per- 
mir 
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*mit his reputation ſo much to ſuffer under the 
black mouth'd Obloquy of malicious tongues, 
as to occaſion his removal from all capacities 
and opportunities of doing good : But through 
the good hand and Providence of God, he was 
ro the laſt kept firm in the ſincere profeſſion 
and praRice of all Chriſtian Duties and loyal 
Principles; and conlequently was preſerved in 
an unfeigned repute in the World, and that 
notwithſtanding the attempts were made by his 
enemies to {ully his innocence with thoſe black 
crimes, which nothing bur his own integrity 
and Parts could wipe off, before the ſeycreſt 
and higheſt Tribunal of the three Kingdoms, 
the Parliament of England. 

Thele things may make us think God did 
not repent of the gifts and abilities he was plea- 
led to beſtow on him ; only now our fins and 
the ſins of theſe Kingdoms may poſſibly have 
done us the prejudice to provoke the Divine 
Majelly to remove him from us, as not deſer- 
ving any longer ſo uſeful a Perſon among us: 
and that too at the very nick of time when 
chere is molt need of ſuch men, who by their 
prayers and counſels, and by their intereſt with 
God and men, may be fit to ſtand in the Gap, 
as he did. So that now indeed we may ſee 
what reaſon we haye with the moſt briniſh 
rears 
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cears to lament our lofs in his deceaſe, and our 
fins as the main cauſe of it. And now allo we 
may apprehend the neceſſity of having ſome- 
thing to ſer bounds to, and alleviate our jult ſor- 
rows. 

And here, as there was enough in, him to 

royoke us to a juſt grict for the lols of ſo ex- 
cellent and uſeful a Perſon; io we ſhall find e- 
nough in him allo, that, being conſidered with 
a reſpect ro what is contained in the words of 
the Text, will yield us ſome relief in this 
matter. 

Indeed, conſideriag all his Vertues and Ac- 
compliſhments, how pious a Chriſtian he was, 
how loving a Husband, how careful and ten- 
der a Father, how loyal a Subject, how faith- 
ful a Friend, how wile and vigilant a Staretman, 
how good a Patriot of his Country, how kind 
and juſt a Neighbour, how. charitable to the 
poor, how noble a Maſter in his Family, how 
ingenious and learned a Perſon in his dilcourſes 
and converſe, and ina word, how great a Lo- 
ver of all Vertue and Goodneſs, and Hater of 
all Vice and Impiety-(in all which he was ſo 
eminent, that though he hath left behind him 
many Peers in his honours, yer, *tis to be fear- 
ed, few in his vertues;) conſidering, I (ay, all 
theſe things in him, we might have realon ne- 
yer 
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ver to have left grieving and lamenting our ivls 
of ſo excellent a Perſon : But conlidering 
withal from what great pains and labours he 
now relts, . and what future evils he may be ta- 
ken away from, and to what an happy Rate of 
bliſs he 1s now dv anced, where he doubtleſs 
enjoys the comfortable fruits of the good works 
he hath done; though we have indeed loſt one 
of the Pillars and Patriots of our Country, and 
one of our beſt Friends : ye: we have reaſon 
humbly to acquieſce in he o00d will and Pro- 
vidence of God, leſt by our overmuch grict 
and {orrow, we ſhew that we repine at what 
God hath done, diltrult his good Providence, 
and envy the happinels of our noble Friend, an 
happineſs which a voice from Heaven declares 
they are poſleſled of that dye as he did, lay- 

ing, Bleſſed . :re the dead that dye i m the Lor "s : the 
very hearing of which, methinks, is enough 
ro quiet and calm the moſt cumultuating paſſi- 
cn upon this account. 

And now that we may ſee we are not delu- 
ded in this matter with vain ſhadows and ap- 
pearances of comfort, I ſhall lead you to the 
con{1derations of thoſe things in this noble Per- 
lon which from what hath been ſaid will ap- 
pear to be a great relief to us this way. 

And, to let pals thoſe many things that 


might 
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might be ſaid of him, (inall which, ſhould I be 


particular, I ſhall be thought ro compoſe a Vo- 
lume, rather than a Sermon) all that I ſhall 
lay, ſhall be only what will be pertinent to our 
preſent comfort, which I ſhall digeſt into this 
tollowing order, ſhewing, 

1. What reaſon we have to believe this no- 
ble Perſon dyed in the Lord, and conlequently 
is bleſled. 

2. What labours he now relts from. 

2. What good works of his tollow and cn- 
tertain him with unlpeakable joys. 

. That this noble Perlon died in the Lord, 
the things following lufhcientiy declare, viz. 
His Faith, his Repentance, and his ſincere 0- 
bedience to all Gods Commandments. 

Firſt, His Faith : For as he was by Baptiſm 
initiated in the true Faich, ſo he continued firm 
and ſtedfaſt in itto the end; He belizved with all his 
heart and arts 25 he would often phraſcit) all the 
truths of Gods Word, and would often declare, He 
expecled fa vation m and through none elſe but Jeſus 
Chriſt alone, becauſe, he would lay, there ts none other as 4.12; 
name under Heaven given among men, Whereby we 
muſt be ſaved. And this Faith of his was notan 
idle ſpeculative Faith , but truly a&tive and 
working, which he w ould ofien ſay, was the only 
true ſaving Faith ; for it made him ſevere a- 
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gainſt all vice and impiety, and a lover of all 
vertueand goodneſs; it made him alſo employ 
the urmoſt of his great Parts inthe rigorous de- 
fence of all thoſe religious truths which he be- 
lieved Gods Word contained, againſt all the in- 
croaching errours of all Parties ; and this not 
only in his common Diſcourſes, but ſometimes 
with his Pea too: neither did his Faith make 
him a talkative Chriſtian only, but it influen- 
ced all his aCtions alſo ; ſo that his whole life 
ſeemed to be but one continued Argument of 
his firm belief. 

Secondly, His Repentance : He did not only 
believe, but with rears often lamented and re- 
pented of all the fins he could charge himſelf 
with ; which, though they were not many, (for 
he generally led too ſtrift a life to be guilty of 
very many) yet thoſe that he was guilty of, 
through ſurprize, anguithof his Diſtemper, or 
frailry, he had fo tender a Conſcience that he 
was immediately ſenſible of them, and would 
with tears in his eyes heartily beg God's pardon 
for them , and by many expreſſions teſtifie 
how much grieved he was for offending God 
but by a Ay” fe as all that were near him 
can abundantly witneſs. And this his ſorrow for 
fn which wrought this repentance in him never 
to be repented of, made him watchand pray, and 

| zealous

zealous apainſt thoſe ſins he had been any time, 
through frailry, guilty of ; all which are ſound 
marks of unteigned repentance, it we will be- 
lieve what the Apoſtle lays concerning the fruits 

and eflects of golly ſorrow, in 2 Cor. 7. 10, 11. 
Thirdly, His fincere obedience ; his ſound 
faith and unfeigned repentance could nor chule 
but bring forth the {aving fruits of obedience 
in his life and converſation. Hence it came to 
pals that he was truly zealous in his life for the 
honour of God and Religion, which zeal of 
his enkindled in him an holy indignation a- 
gainſt the common crying ſins of the Age, viz, 
drunkenneſs, whoredom, prophane ſwearing 
and curling, \ oppreſſion, ſhim, atheilm, Cc. 
For which abominations he would ay, The 
Land mourns, and God will certainly viſit. Belides 
all this, it made him molt religiouſly devour in 
| all the Duties and Services of publick and pri- 
vate Worſhip; it made him frequent in good 
and edifying diſcourſes, and in heavenly ejacula- 
tions and prayers, and that even amid(t his 
greateſt pains ; it made him charitable to the 
poor, humble and modeſt, temperate and fo- 
ber, juſt and peaceable, forgetful and forgi- 
ving of injuries ; and in a word, itmade him 
do all things that Chriſt had commanded him, 
not our of any bye and liniſter ends, but in pure 
E-2 obedience 
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obedience to Gods will, and out of a reſpect ro 
God's Glory and his own louls ſalvation. Now 
what do all theſe things elſe but teſtihe that he 
lived and dyed in the Lord ? For they, who 
being baprized into the true Faith, live and 
dye in it, repenting of all their f1ns, and obey- 
ing ſincerely all Gods Commandments, are 
the perions who, from what hath been laid ap- 
pears, dye in the Lord ; and then this noble 
Perſon who lo dycd, 111!t needs be bleſled, as 
{uch, in the Text, are cdeclared to be. 

Having thercfore now 15, aflurance of the 
blefſed Nare this noble Pecion now 1s in, let us 
next take a view of the Particulars wherein it 
conſiſts ; and theretore, 

2. We next come to conſider the great la- 
bours he now reſts from. And here we ſhall 
find, That beſides thole labours and evils, 
which 'tis common'to all that dye in the Lord 
to relt from, as from fn, and the troubles and 
horrours of it, from croſles and afflitions, &c. 
there were ſome that were more peculiar to this 
Exccllent Man, which he now happily reſts 
trem, and they are thole of his body and mind. 

Firſt, The bodily labours and evils which 
he now relts from, are the pains of the Gout, 
under which he Jaboured near thirty years or 
more; and [ leaye it to all thole thateyer have 


had 
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had the leaſt Fir of that acute Diltemper, to de- 
clare what an happineſs 'tis to be wholly trecd 
from the pains of it. 

Secondly, As for thoſe labonurs of his niiad, 
which he now allo happily reſts from, they are 
thole which either his great Employments and 
Parts engaged him in, abour affairs of State, 
and about compoling thol- publick Works to 
which the World is no Stranger ; or which the 
{ad apprehenlions he had of the evils hanging 
over our heads exerciled him with. 

Thele and the like are thoſe great labours he 
now reſts from, which we may well think is at 
leaſt lome ſmall part of that felicity which he 
now enjoys. Bur this being bur the negative 
part of his happineſs, we will ſtay no longer up- 
on it , but proceed to that polttive part of 1t, 
which now fills him with infinite exultations 
and joys; and this brings me in the laſt place, 

Thirdly, To peak of the good works of this 
noble Perlon, the joytul ſenle and reward of 
which, doubtlels, accompany him into his ſe- 
parate ſtate : And thele are lo many, and lo 
worthy of imitation by all that ſurvive, that 
though I cannot be fo injurious to your pati- 
enceas hereto name themall; yer neither can | 
be fo unjuſt to his excellent worth as not to 
name and recommend {ome of the molt con- 
ſiderable of them. 1. And 
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1. And firit let me begin with his works of 
piety, and declare his religious deeds : And 
here we ſhall quickly find how much Religion 
hath been beholden to this Excellent Man, 
who not only with his tongue and pen hath 
molt notably defended it againſt atheiſm, ſu- 
perſtition and errour, but hath made it his bu- 
lineſs to encourage the life, power andpractice 
of it inalFplaces and companies where he had 
any thing to do; of which we find theſe evi- 
dences,: He hath ere&ted in thole two Houles 
which he built, two leveral Places to worſhip 
God publickly in, adorning them as much, if 
not more, than his own Dwellings ; a work 
calling aloud for imitation in this Kingdom, 
where to the ſhame, and [ fear decay too, of 
Proteſtantiſm, ſo many hundred Pariſh Chur- 
ches lye yet in their ruine. But whatever 0- 
thers could do, it ſeems this Noble Mans de- 
vout Soul could not endure to live in a place 
where God had not a publick Houſe as well as 
himſelf. And as he took care that God ſhould 
have Places of publick worſhip, ſo did his piery 
lead him to take care allo that there ſhould 
{uch Perſons ſerve in them, whole lives ſhould be 
an honour, not diſgrace, to their Profeſſion. 
Neicher was his care of Religion confined to 
his Chapels only, but was extended to all 
- other 
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other places, perſons and things abroad, re- 
proving and diſcountenancing all that did in 
their words and actions aftront Religion, and 
commending and encouraging all the friends 
and promoters of it ; and that others might be 
religious as well as himſelf, he took care that e- 
ven in the School and Almes-houſe which he 
built, thote wholelom Orders ſhould be ſer up 
and obſerved, that might oblige all of thoſe 
Societies to live religioully and vertuoully. 
Neither did his piety lye only abroad in theſe 
outward things and publick matters , but ir 
made him look home to his own Famuly allo, 
ro ſee that piery there ſhould flouriſh ; order- 
ing that there ſhould be publick Prayers in his 
Family conſtanzly twice a day ; and command- 
ing me to give him an account of any chat up- 
on my admonitions would not leave off the 
vices they were guilty of, that he might imme- 
diately diſcharge them from his houle, for he 
would ſay, Such would brins judrzments on his Fas 
nuly. 

And as for his Children, he was always care- 
ful to have them brought up in all Vertue and 
piety, putting them upon the performance of 
religious Duries in their carly and moſt tender 
years. To give one Inſtance, amongſt many, 
of his care this way, I am credibly informed, 
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That when he ſent his Sons to travel, he told 
their Governour , He had rather be ſhould bury 
th:m beyond Sea vertuous, than bring them home vi- 
cious ; adding this, T hat vice muſt be cruſh'd in the 
Ego, elſe twill ſoon become a Serpent, Neither 
had he a care of his Children only, but of his 
meaneſt Servants allo ; whom he commanded 
to be conſtant at Family Prayers, ordering the 
Younger to be catechized, and the Elder he 
would himlelt often mind of coming; ro the 
Sacrament of the Lords Supper, and would al- 
ways give them time to fit and prepare them- 
{elves for it. He would often ſay,T he meaneſt Scu!- 
lion hath a ſoul to be ſaved as well as I. And *ewould 
be well it all Maſters did imitate him in this, 
which if they would, there would be more 
Religion amongſt Servants than I fear there ge- 
nerally is amongſt a great many: © Thus then 
theſe are lome of the works of piety which this 
noble Man did; and now that heis dead, I que- 
ſtion not bur that the joyful ſenſe of them hath 
accompanied him into his ſeparate ſtate, and 
renders him bliſsful there ; where doubtlels he 
received the welcome of that faithful Servant, 
who had well employed his Lords Talents,and 
ſo is entred with him into the joy of his Lord. 

2. Next let me ſpeak of his Works of Cha- 
rity 3 in which we ſhall find him wile and li- 
beral, 
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beral, doing all things in this kind to the pur- 
pole, and with cheerfulneſs. As he was al- 
ways Careful to beſtow his Charity on thoſe 
Perſons only that were true Objects of Charity, 
and would be (trict in that matter, as became a 
wile and good man ; lo he was very readily 
bountiful rothole whom he tound lo : nay, he 
would often give to the lels deſerving perions, 
zacher than mils of being charitable to the truly 
delerving. Andin thele deeds of Charity, to 
Strangers in diltrels, ro the Poor, and to decay- 
ed Gentlemen and Miniſters, No was many 
times lo private, that his left hand ſcarce knew 
what his right hand did ; he was lo far trom 
withholding his Charity from thole to whom it 
was due, that he would often makean enquiry 
in the Neighbourhood, where he dwelt, for a- 
ny in want, to relieve them ; and lo would leek 
out for thoſe that others run from. Neither 
was his Charity private only, bur he hath lefc a 
publick and eternal Monument of it in an Alms 
houſe which he built, for the maintenance of (1x 
poor men, and as many poor women ; and hath 
liberally endowed it for ever. And herein [ 
wiſh he were imitated by the Nobility and 
Gentry , of this Kingdom eſpecially , where 
there is generally lo little proviſion made for the 
poor, that | fear many periſh tor want of timely 
FE relict, 
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relief. Now thele, and many more, being the 
Deeds of Charity which this noble Chriſtian 
did, who can think but that now he enjoys the 
happy benefit of thoje promiſes that are made to a li- 
beral ſoul * For it he that gives but a cup of cold wa- 
ter to a Diſciple, in the name of a Diſciple, ſhall not 
loſe his reward, rauch lels ſhall he loſe it that hath 
given ſo much that way. 

3- Come we next to his Works of Loyalty 
and Faithfulneſs in publick Afﬀairs : In which 
we ſhall find him fo faithful and upright, thac 
as no offers could tempt himto do any thing a- 
gainſt the publick intereſt, ſo no threats or fears 
of danger and diſgrace could biaſs or divert him 
tron his juſt, loyal and honeſt counſels and de- 
ligns ; bur in all things he approved himlelf a 
jaichful and loyal Subje&, and a true Patriot of 
his Country. 

He was the firſt of all his Majeſties SubjeRs 
of the three Kingdoms, who made a Party to 
invite his preſent Majeſty from that horrid Exile, 
0 which the iniquity of the times had driven 
him ; which, to his immortal honour, his Ma- 
jeſty was gracioully pleaſed ro owne and de- 
clare at the Council-Board in England, ſoon at- 
ter his happy arrival there. And after the Kings 
happy reſtauration, this noble Man was ſo care- 
iul and watchful for his Majeſty's and theſe 
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Kingdoms intereſt, that what by his wholeſom 
advice, and what by the intelligence he, to his 
no ſmall coſt, kept, nothing to the prejudice of 
his Majeſties Government, could ſtir, where he 
had to do, but he had notice ſoon enough of it, 
timely to prevent all miſchief ; of which the 
timely ſuppreſſing of 7ephſon's inſurreftion in 
this Kingdom is an Argument. 

And though he was indeed mucl1 in clteem 
in the Uſurpers time, yet as it was a very ſtrange 
Providence that brought him into that eſteem 
(roo large to be here reciced) lo after he was 
thus ſtrangely drawn into it, quite againſt his 
deſigns, he kept his heart loyal, and often made 
uſe of that intereſt he there acquired, for his 
Majeſties good, and the preſervation of many 
eminent loyal Perlons, of which ſome are yer 
living Teſtimonies. And many were the good 
turns he then did even to the Iriſh themſelves, 
though he fought againſt them ; a whole Baro- 
ny =; whom had been, Men, Women and Chil- 
dren, deltroyed in cold blood by Ireton, had not 
he interpoled, and procured a reverſion of that 
cruel and bloody Order. 

And as for the Engliſh and Proteſtants of 
tis Kingdom, fince thoſe unhappy times, 'twas 
by his means and induſtry, tyat they arenow 
lo firmly ſctled in their eſtates by Law, that no-

ing but a Rebellion can ſhake them : ; for 1 
have heard it ſaid, That he drew up that Act 
of Settlement wh his own hands, by which 
every mans Eſtate is now lecured to han i in Ire- 
land, And when he wastempted with vaſt of- 
fers to ablent himſelf from, or not concern 
himſclfin the Council of Fyzland, when the bu- 
ſincls of the lettlement ot this Kingdom was 
there in agitation ; he ſo far preferred the pub- 
lick good before his particular private advan- 
tage, that with a generous diſdain he rejected 
thoſe, though molt beneficial, Offers. 

T hus then as he was a moſt faithful and loyal 
Subject to his Prince, fo was he a good Patriot 
of his Country, making his Princes intereſt and 
Countries good, rwo inſeparable Companions, 
the Compals by which he ſteer'd all his publick 
actions. He never would or could be brought 
to betray the one, or act againſt the good of the 
other. Andnow that heis taken from us, while 
his Majeſty may lament the loſs of to o00d a 
Subject, and che Country of ſo good a Patriot, 
Joubrlek thele g00d works allo of his have fol- 
lowed him into the other world, and there of 
tord him abundance of blits ; for 'tis laid , 


». faithjul man ſhall abound with bleſſings. All thar We 
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can do 15 to pray God to fend his Majeſty ano- 
ther ſuch Subject, and us another ſuch Patriot. 
4- Laſtly, ro mention no more, His works 
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of Juſtice and Peace are fir to be conlidered 7 
And here we {hall tnd him molt jult and honelt 
in all his dealings, and a great Peace-maker. E- 
very one found him the jultelt and tairett Deal- 
cr inthe world ; and as he was jultro a Farthing 
in his private tranlactions, lo was he molt up- 
righe in his publick tation. For in all thole 
publick Afairs, in which he had at any time 
power from his Majeſty, and che Laws of the 
Kingdom , to hear and determine matrers, he 
was fam'd to be ſo unbials'd a Judiciary , that 
all Parties would be latished in Naving him their 
Arbitrator, as knowing he would do them 
righr, though it were in a Calc his own Father 
Or Brother were concerned. With wharadmira- 
ble patience, condelcention, meeknels, m_ artt- 
ality and judgment, hath he heard, determined 
and made up Controverlies, and ſo compoſed 
Differences betwixt jarring Neighbour 5! Whar 
cunningſtratagems would he ule ro oblige them 
to peace and quictnels ! and how readily 
would he employ his Parts, Intercit and Autho- 
rity that way ! Thishe wasloemineat for, that 
he was indeed upon this account the very Ce- 
ment of the Country Gentry where he lived. 
And that he was lo, L am afraid his death will 
roo ſadly prove, by cheie falling aſunder again, 
upon the loſs of this their common ligament, 
unleſs every one will now hencetorward begin 
eo 
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to be lo wile, as unanimoully to agree rogether 
in love, and 1o carry on the publick good of 
King and Country,againſt the wiles of their de» 
ſigning Enemies, who rejoyce at nothing ſo 
much, as at the pernicious Feuds ol Proteſtants. 

Buc before you can do this, Sirs, I muſt crave 
the boldnels to tell you, Thar you mult lay a- 
{1de your pride, that make- bate of a Society, 
and that by which only cometh contention, faith Solo- 
mon; your prejudices, and private animolities 
and grudges, all bye and liniſter ends, your cur- 
ſing and (wearing, and exceſſive drinking, w*" 
are [ins that provoke God to crumble a People 
ro duſt. If you do not take heed to lay aſide 
theſe ſeeds of contention, you will be engaged 
in ſuch endleſs broils and diviſions, as will be 

'ours and your Countries ruine ; but if you 
will be pleaſed to hearken unto, and follow this 
wholeſlom advice, you will then be ſo united, 
and be lo capable and ready to ſerve your King 
and Country upon all occaſions, as that inſtead 
of the lols of one, you will hereby become as 

many Parriots of your Country , as you are 
Gentlemen of this mind. 

You have had a noble Example and Copy 
before you! who is now, doubtlels, rejoycing a- 
mong{: the relt of the ſpirits of juſt men made perfett, 
with the ſenle ofthe -09d works he hath done 


- among, you in this kind ; For bleſſed are they that 
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keep judgment, and do righteouſneſs ; and bleſſed are the waa. ,, 
Peace-makers. And now that he 1s gone, do you * 


all write afrer him, and do theſame good works 
he hath done amongit you, and then you will 
not only recover this loſs, hut will allo receive 
the reward of your good works, as he now en- 
joys his. As "4 this noble Perſon, now to our 
orief decealed, 'tis but a vain, and indeed an in- 
vidious thing, to with or expect him back with 
you again ; the only way you can have him ſtill 
among you is, By keeping in your minds fuch 
a conſtant memory of his good works and a- 
Etions, as to do them your lelves. 

Bur I muſtdrawto an end : And havingthus 
far digreſſed to diſplay this Noblemans good 
works to the Country, for their imitation, who 
queſtionleſs know, and I hope will imitate, 
more of him than I have opportunity here to 
ſpeak of ; I muſt in the concluſion revert, and 
ſpeak a little to the comfort and benefht of his 
near and dearRelations. 

And firſt, As for his moſt pious and vertuo: 
Lady, She is already ſuch a pattern of all good- 
neſs, that it will be my Duty to ſtrive rather to 
imitate that,chan ſeek ro mend it; whole Chriſti- 
an experience and knowledg in all religious mat- 
tersis already (ogrear, that all I have ſaid or can 
ſay to conſole her under chis affliction, will ſerve 
not ſo much to inform her, as to mind her only 
ot 
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of what She already knows and practiſes. 

And then as for his noble Children, they are 
already grown up ſuch hopetul Branches and 
knowing Perſons, that they have little need of 
my pruning or advice ; only thus much lec me 
fay for the comfort and bencht ofthem all, That 
as from what hath been laid, they have all rea- 
ſon to acquielce in the good will and pleaſure of 
God, and be comforted in their, though great, 
loſs ; becauſe, rhough they haveloſt a triend e- 
very way dear and goodtothem, yet he is not 
periſhed, bur is now blefled in being freed from 
thoſe pains and evils he a long time laboured 
under, and in being accompanied with the re- 
ward and joyful ſenle of the good works he here 
did. So from what hath been laid, they that in- 
herit his Honour and Eſtate, may lee they have 
all the encouragement imaginable to take care 
ro inherit his above-mentioned Piety, Goodnels, 
and Vertues allo; andthen they will, doubtleſs, 
not only purchaſe to themſelves that renown 
here which accompanied him in this world, 
bur allo participate with him of thar bliſs and 
glory hereafter, to which he is now advanced in 
the other world : which God of his infinite mer- 
cy grant they may all do, through Jeſus Chriſt 
our Lord, to whom, and the Father wich the 
Holy Ghoſt, be aſcribed all Honour and Glo- 
iy, nowand ever. Amen.
